The Minigters 
apparently got tired trying to 
carry on and took the opportun 
ity tostep down. Who is to suc 
ceed is not indicated by the cir 
cumstances. Quite likely it will 
be some combination which the 
Allies will have no cause to re 
gard as a change for the better 
To give Stresemann his due, he 
seemed to be more willing than 
his predecessors to compromise 
the reparations question in some 
way. That probably because he 
| represguted an element in the 
country that has something to 
lose if things go altogether to 
wreck. His liveliest enemies 
were the communists and kindred 
factions, who have not the least 
intention of paying or trying to 
pay If they are now in control 
the Allies may as well begin to 
get ready to enforce the demand 
they made on Berlin a few days 
ago that it fulfill its undertak 
ing under the treaty of Ver 
sailles 


A Real Alberta Fall. 


Thus far the householder has 
been doing his customary worry 
ing about the weather by proxy; 
leaving it to the eoal men and 
the gas company. With Novem. 
ber drawing toward the close 
there has been no winter yet. The 
river is not frozen over, there is 
no snow on the ground, the days 
are fine and mild, and the mer. 
sury at night does not fall mors 
than half the way between the 
freezing mark and zero. Those 
wha are disposed to eredit the 
full moon with a disturbing intlu- 
ence upon weather 
will note that that phenomenon 
occurred on Friday, and that it 
passed with no appreciable 
change. The cheerful inference

If trade in 
eertain lines of winter require 
ments is suffering from the pro- 
longed autumn, that loss to the 
community is being more thar 
mode up by the opportunity 
that is given to take care of the 
erop. Had winter come with the 
beginning of November, as if 
the gross value 
of the erop would have been 
heavily cut down, and in ultira- 
ate benefit business interests of 
all kinds would have been redue- 
ed accordingly. Wheat thresh- 
ing in this district is said to hea 
practically ended, but there is 
an oat crop the yield from which 
will probably only be limited by 
the seiting in of eold weather 
and heavy snowfall and the 
termination of threshing opera- 
‘ions. Every added day of this 
most enjoyable weather is worth 
thousands of dollars to the farm- 
ers, prolongs the period of ample 
employment in country and 
town, postpones the suspension 
of construction work, and shor- 
tens the season of heavy expense 
and of reduced earning power to 
the wage-earner who is depen 
dent upon employment at ont 
door jobs which can only be sat 
isfactorily carried on when the 
elements forbear.
